his uncle managed the Brown Derby Restaurant and worked under
the late, great director and partial owner of the restaurant,

Cecil B. DeMille; and

WHEREAS, He was preceded in death by his parents; and his

brothers, Wallace, Edmund, and Leonard David; and

WHEREAS, Hubert David is survived by his sister, Sharon
(Bruce) Peterson; his nephews, David (Beth) and Paul (Joan)
Peterson; his great-nephews, Alex, Michael, and Ryan Peterson;
